Automobile owners in Florida are 


requested by Ernest Amos, state 
comptroller, to immediately apply to 
him for license tags for the year 1*18, 
and unless this request is adherred 
to there wil be thousands of cars re- 
maining in their garages along about 
the first of the year, for under the ^ 
new law, which goes into effect Jan- 
uary 1 of next year, care must tiot be 
operated even for a day without the 
license tags 


Three carloads of tags have been 


ordered by the state comptroller, and 
it's a winning tip for auto owners to 
send in monefr to the comptroller and 
get a tag now, before the rush comes 
Of necessity some little bit of time 
Is required to write up a license and 
send out a tag, and when it is remem 
bered that there are thousands of 
motor ...vehicles in Florida some idea 
may be gained of the work necessary 
to issue the tags between now and the 
flrst of the year 


One of the provisions of the new 


state law is that no person can oper 
ate a motor driven vehicle after Jan 
uary 1 1918 without having flrst paid 
a state license tax to the comptroller 
of the state and received from him 
and attached thereto two metal num- 
ber plates and no automobile manu- 
facturer or dealer can engage in busi- 
ness after that date without register 
ing and paying the state license tax 


Every motor driven vehicle must 


be registered in the name of the own- 
er and the tags assigned to it can not 
be used on anv other car until the 
transfer has been, authorized by the 
comptroller 


Probably the most pleasing feature 


of the new license law is that all 
moneys paid for license numbers goes 
into the fund to build state highways, p 
The auto owners who have kicked so- 
strenuously against paying high li- 
censes without getting something in 
return in the way of good roads will 
know now that every dollar goes for 
that purpose, and no city license can 
be carried, except for commercial 
cars

Close co-operation between 
dis 


trlct health officers, teachers and par 
ents to obtain Uniformity of Inspac 
tlon of school children is suggests 
by Or W. H. Cox, state health officer 
in a letter sent to these nine distric 
officials for their consideration. In 
his desire to establish a most 
thorough system ot inspection, Dr 
Cox has' requested each ot them to 
submit suggestions for improvement 


"On account of the large number of 


schools and the limited force at hand 
to engage in the work, it is advisable 
for obvious reasons, that we adopt the 
most feasible plan promising results,' 
says Dr Cox's letter 
"To conserve 


your own time and expedite the pro- 
gress of the examinations, it is sug 
gested, before beginning the inspec- 
tion of a school that you obtain the 
services of the teacher in each room 
examined to act as your assistant and 
make such reports as may be requir- 
ed, among which might be mentioned 
the listing of the defects noted; the 
visiting of the Barents of all children 
in whom abnormalities have been 
found; discussing the effect of these 
conditions upon the health of the 
child and its ability to learn, and in 
sistlng that it be carried to the tarn 
ily doctor for diagnosis and treatment

OLD DRINKING FOUNTAIN 


AT CORONADO IS MISSED 


Editor New Smyrna News: 


Returning for my tewlfth season 


to Coconado, I find the march of im- 
provements has swept away one of 
Jje old landmarks—the coquina drink- 
Ing fountain at the crossroads. In its 
stead is a bare standpfpe, the flow of 
water shut off by a faucet. 


The mossy old fountain, black' with 


age, was an asset, and Its passing will 
re mourned by many 
Its material, 


coquina rock, unknown to the north, 
made it an object of Interest to north- 
irn visitors. 


Coquina rock may be said to be the 


national rock of Florida. With it the 
Spaniard built his forts and missions, 
the Englishman his indigo vats and 
sugar mills, the early settlers their 
house foundations, and the primitive 
fisherman anchored his boat. 


Then it typified the drinking foun- 


tains which the early Spanish set- 
tlers built here, copying those which 
travelers in Spain and Italy will re- 
member as features of even the small- 
est hamlets. 


And where are the horses and birds 


to go now for their free drinks? Many 
a time I have watched poor Dobbin 
tugging at his load and as he caught 
sight of the fountain seen his eyes 
glisten and his muscles grow tense 
as, with an extra whisk of his tail, 
he hurried forward to his morning 
treat; also, ranged along the little 
brook that ran from it, I have seen 
as many as a dozen robins, vlreas 
and red cardinals drinking at once, 
raising their heads to Heaven in 
thankfulness after each sip. 


But it is gone, the modern, up to 


date cement pavement has taken its 
place, and we old-timers can only sit 
and mourn our loss.

Close co-operation 
between

trlct health officers, teachers and par 
ents to obtain Uniformity of raspec 
tlon of school children is suggested 
by Dr. W. H. Cox, state health officer 
in a letter sent to these nine distrlc 
officials for their consideration. 
In 


his desire to establish a 
most 


thorough system of inspection, Dr 
Cox has requested each of them to 
submit suggestions for improvement. 


"On account of the large number of 


schools and the limited force at hand 
to engage in the work, it Is advisable 
for obvious reasons, that we adopt the 
most feasible plan promising results," 
says Dr. Cox's letter. "To conserve 
your own time and expedite the pro- 
gress of the examinations, it is sug- 
gested, before beginning the inspec- 
tion of a school that you obtain the 
services of the teacher in each room 
examined to act as your assistant and 
make such reports as may be requir- 
ed, among which might be mentioned 
the listing of the defects noted; the 
visiting of the parents of all children 
in whom abnormalities have been 
found; discussing the effect of these 
conditions upon the health of the 
child and its ability to learn, and in 
sistlng that it be carried to the tarn 
ily doctor for diagnosis and treatment 


"In addition to this follow-up work 


without which any system of inspec 
tion will be a failure, the teachei 
should be requested to mail to the 
executive office a copy of the tabulat 
ed results of your findings compiled

ng fountain at the crossroads. In Its 
stead is a bare standpipe, the flow of 
water shut off by a faucet. 


The mossy old fountain, blacK" with 


age, was an asset, and Its passing will 


mourned by many 
Its material, 


coquina rock, unknown to the north, 
made It an object of Interest to north- 
ern visitors. 


Coquina rock may be said to be the 


national rock of Florida. With it the 
Spaniard built his tons and missions, 
the Englishman his indigo vats and 
sugar mills, the early settlers their 
house foundations, and the primitive 
fisherman anchored his boat. 


Then it typified the drinking foun- 


tains which the early Spanish set- 
tlers built here, copying those which 
travelers in Spain and Italy will re- 
member as features of even the small- 
est hamlets. 


And where are the horses and birds 


to go now for their free drinks? Many 
a time I have watched poor Dobbin 
tugging at his load and as he caught 
sight of the fountain seen his eyes 
glisten and his muscles grow tense, 
as, with an extra whisk of his tail, 
he hurried forward to his morning 
treat; also, ranged along the little 
brook that ran from it, I have seen 
as many as a dozen robins, vireas 
and red cardinals drinking at once, 
raising their heads to Heaven in 
thankfulness after each sip. 


But It Is gone, th« modern, up to 


date cement pavement has taken Its 
place, and we old-timers can only sit 
and mourn our loss.
